Supply Is Catching Up, 
Say Hardware Dealers 


CLEVELAND — Some signs that 
supply is catching up with demand 
in household appliances were re- 
ported by delegates to the recent an- 
nual conference here of the National 
Retail Hardware Association. 

They’ said vacuum cleaners are 
“just about caught up,” gas and 
electric stoves becoming more plenti- 
ful, and refrigerator and washer de- 
liveries increasing rapidly. One 
dealer said he has stopped buying 
radios and is having difficulty selling 
them. 

With consumers becoming more 
and more selective, appliance waiting 
lists are more or less meaningless, 
some delegates declared. One pointed 
out that when a shipment of refrig- 
erators or stoves is received, half a 
dozen or more customers often have 
to be called before a buyer is found. 

“We received three ‘strip model’ 
electric stoves the other day and 
called two women who had been 
coming in every day asking for de- 
livery,’ another dealer related. ‘We 
thought they were desperate. They 
looked at these stoves and said 
they’d wait until we got something 
better.” 


Dealers Battle 
Trade-In Store 
Licensing Plan 


DETROIT—A proposed city ordi- 
nance to license and regulate all 
stores handling trade-ins has aroused 
the ire of Detroit appliance and 
electrical dealers. 

About 50 of them met last Wednes- 
day to map plans for fighting the 
measure, which E. C. White, of 
Gardner-White Co., chairman of the 
meeting, said was drafted at the 
request of the Detroit Police Depart- 
ment. 

The proposed ordinance—attacked 
during the meeting as “a pawn shop 
ordinance,” “totally unnecessary,” 
and “ridiculous”—would require a 
dealer who buys or accepts used 
articles as trade-ins to: 

1. Secure a license by payment of 
$25 and execution of a $200 bond 
with one or more sufficient sureties. 

2. Record in a book descriptions of 
persons from whom second-hand arti- 
cles are purchased, and the date and 
hour of purchases. The book would 
be open to police inspection at all 
times. 

3. Tag and number all articles 
purchased and record numbers in the 
book. 

A dealer would not be allowed to 
sell used articles or remove them 
from his store for at least 15 days 
after acquisition. It would be illegal 
for him to buy or accept used arti-

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Jeffe Asks Mfrs. 
Pass Along Only 
Actual Cost Rise 


NEW YORK CITY — Condemning 
the system of percentage markups, 
which, he asserts, pyramids. the 
costs to consumers, Brig. Gen. E. F. 
Jeffe, vice president in charge of 
sales of Consolidated Edison Co. 
here, is urging the appliance indus- 
try to pass on to the consumer only 
those added costs which are actually 
imposed upon the manufacturer, dis- 
tributor, and retailer. 

This should be done “for a trial 
period” to meet increasing resistance 
of the public to higher prices, he 
declared in a meeting of the utility’s 
dealers here last week. 

The company’s “first bargain offer 
since the war” was also announced at 
the meeting. From July 1 to Sept. 
15, Consolidated Edison dealers are 
offering a Rex Cole Air Circulator 
listing at $49.95 plus tax for $33.50 
plus tax. 

In blasting at the present price 
structure in the appliance field, Gen. 
Jeffe cited the retail price rise of one 
standard refrigerator from $259 to 
$299, where, he said, the $40 increase 
was supposedly to compensate the 
manufacturer, distributor, and dealer 
for increased costs. 

“The distributor of this refrigerator 
is a factory distributor. Delivery of

Fire Fails To Slow 
York-Shipley Line 


YORK, Pa.—The spectacular fire 
here June 27 which badly damaged 
a building housing one of the York- 
Shipley, Inc.’s five plants will not 
hold up production of the firm’s line 
of heating equipment, officials of the 
company declared after assessing the 
damage done. 

While first newspaper reports of 
the story asserted that the building 
had been “totally destroyed,” actu- 
ally there was little damage done to 
the machinery in the plant, which 
was used for sheet metal fabricating 
operations. 

Production will be resumed in the 
plant within a week or 10 days, it is 
estimated, and whatever production 
is lost will be made up by working 
during a projected vacation period 
later this month. 

The building was owned by H. M. 
Rehmeyer, local appliance dealer, 
and he suffered damages estimated 
at $200,000 to an inventory of major 
appliances which was warehoused in 
the building. 


Bendix Ups Prices $20 
On Ironer, 2 Dryers 


SOUTH BEND, Ind.—Retail prices 
have been increased ‘$20 on the 
electric clothes dryer, gas dryer, and 
ironer made by Bendix Home Appli- 
ances, Inc. 

No price changes are planned for 
the company’s standard or deluxe 
automatic. washers, retailing at 
$229.50 and $249.50, respectively, it 
was announced.

Air Conditioning and 
Locker Plant Systems 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Most gov- 
ernment controls over construction 
were discarded last week when the 
rent control extension bill was signed 
by President Truman. 

Still remaining, however, are those 
restrictions on buildings for recrea- 
tion and amusement purposes. This 
includes the fixtures that go into 
such structures. 

The new law also drops curbs on 
refrigerated locker plant buildings. 

As it now stands, the new law re- 
quires that approval of the Office of 
the Housing Expediter must be ob- 
tained before “fixtures” are installed 
in such structures as bars, theaters, 
and other places designed as amuse- 
ment spots. 

Shortly after the building freeze 
went into effect early in. 1946 the 
Civilian Production Administration 
ruled that self-contained air condi- 
tioners not connected to ductwork, 
self-contained refrigerators (but not 
including built-in models), and re- 
frigeration equipment in _ locker 
plants and cold storage warehouses, 
were exempted from provisions of 
Veterans Housing Order 1. 

Such items as soda _ fountains, 
ventilating equipment, heating equip- 
ment, and the like, however, were 
covered by the order. The restric- 
tions on these still hold when they 
go into amusement buildings. 

Before passage of the new law, 
work up to the amount of $2,500 
could be done on buildings without 
obtaining approval, but whether this 
“small-job allowance” will apply to 
the remaining restrictions is not 
known at present. 


Hotpoint Developing 
‘Heat Pump’ Type 
Of Water Heater 


CHICAGO—Hotpoint Inc. has de- 
veloped a water heater that draws 
its heat from the surrounding air by 
means of a “heat pump,” (reverse 
cycle refrigeration system). 

While an efficiency coefficient of 
3 to 1 has been obtained in the 
laboratory, experiments with home 
installations have not, as yet, been 
conducted. According to J. C. Sharp, 
vice president of engineering for 
Hotpoint, “no move to manufacture 
the machine in the predictable future 
will be made, but exhaustive studies, 
in collaboration with utility company 
engineers continue.” 

The heat pump water heater, it is 
said, may consume only about one 
third as much electricity as a con- 
ventional electric water heater. 

Following the basic engineering 
pattern of the electric refrigerator 
(which pumps heat out of the box 
into the surrounding air) Hotpoint’s 
experimental water heater reverses 
the direction of this heat transfer

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Although 
durable goods store sales for May 
dropped slightly from the previous 
month, department stores reflected a 
6% rise, the Commerce Department 
reports. 

Generally during May sales of re- 
tail stores climbed some 17% above 
May of last year to reach a total of 
$9,275 million, the report said. 

In addition, sales of home furnish- 
ings stores and of building material 
and hardware dealers maintained a 
level about 25% over May, 1946. 


Equated from the 100-point sales 
index level for 1935-39, the index of 
durable goods sales for May (after 
allowing for seasonal differences and 
number of trading days) was put 
at 242, a nine-point drop from April.

“Right now we 
have plenty of time to make use of 


the telephone.” 

Many of the names on the firm’s 
list are procured through what is 
called the “Welcome Wagon” plan 
Under this plan, a woman represent.

Human Bones Preserved 
Under Refrigeration 
For Graft Operations 


NEW YORK CITY—A refrigerated 
human bone bank, said to be the 
first in this country, has been estab- 
lished at the New York Orthopedic 
Dispensary and Hospital, according 
to an announcement by Dr. Leonard 
F. Bush before the American Medical 
Association. 

Dr. Leonard’s paper revealed that 
storage in a freezer at -24° Centi- 
grade has enabled the hospital to 
preserve bones and bone chips re- 
moved during operations, which for- 
merly had to be discarded. Although 
Dr. Alan deForest Smith, chief 
surgeon at the hospital pointed out 
that bones could be kept indefinitely, 
the demand has been so great that 
no bones have remained in the bank 
for longer than six weeks. 

Freezing does not injure the bone, 
Dr. Smith explains, because so much 
of the bone is inorganic calcium. 
Moreover, when a graft is made the 
cells of the grafted bone disappear 
and are replaced by fresh bone 
growth. 

Procedure for the preservation of 
the bone involves stripping the bone 
of cortex, which is the hard outer 
coating, and placing it in a sterile 
bottle. This sterile bottle is then 
placed within another sterile bottle 
and stored in the freezer. 

Premilinary tests are made, the 
hospital points out, to assure that the 
bones are not infected.

Don’t Stick, Dealer Says 


LOS ANGELES — Retailers who 
are planning to haul major appliances 
around to prospect’s homes in trucks 
and trailers for an “on-the-spot” sell- 
ing, are likely to be disappointed, 
according to L. G. Dill, major appli- 
ance buyer for Eastern-Columbia. 

Some years back, before the war, 
Eastern-Columbia experimented with 
a large van truck which accommo- 
dated a refrigerator, a washing ma- 
chine, and range, which salesmen 
took out in crews to a selected list 
of prospects who had been promised 
demonstrations. 

“We sold a lot of appliances in this 
way, simply moving them directly 
inside the house,” Mr. Dill grinned, 
“but the percentage of returns was 
prohibitively high. I believe the 
dealer should use this method of 
selling only as a last resort.”

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1946 Was Record Year, But... 


1947 Dept. Store Earnings May Skid Due to 
Rising Expenses, Declining Profit Margin: 


LOS ANGELES—Although depart- 
ment store sales and earnings hit 
record peaks in 1946, business gen- 
erally “augured the probability of 
notably less spectacular earnings in 
1947,” according to Malcolm P. 
McNair, professor of marketing at 
the Harvard Graduate School of 
Business Administration. 

Mr. McNair’s forecast was made in 
a talk before the recent annual con- 
vention of the Controllers Congress 
of the National Retail Dry Goods 
Association. It was based on the 
annual department store survey made 
by the business research bureau of 
the school. 

Dollar volume of business in 1946 
increased 250% over 1939 and 25% 
over 1945, the largest annual per- 
centage on record, the survey of 
5,000 U. S. and Canadian department 
stores showed. Net sales added up 
to $3,280,000,000. 

But, Mr. McNair noted, increasing 
expenses and decreased profit mar- 
gins reduced profits before taxes to 
9.6% of sales—the lowest ratio since 
1941. He said a record final earn- 
ings rate of 5.9% was possible only 
because of the termination of excess 
profits taxes. 

“For the fourth year in succession 
the gross margin precentage de- 
clined, falling off by a greater pro- 
portion than in the three preceding 
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Mechanisms of modern refrigerators are 
good for many years of service.

years put together,” Mr. McNair re- 
ported. “Notwithstanding the sharp 
spurt in dollar sales volume, the out- 
lay of expense dollars more than kept 
pace, with the result that the total 
expense percentage crept up frac- 
tionally for the second successive 
year. 

“The year 1946 was characterized 
also by sharply rising inventories and 
a slightly diminishing rapidity of 
stock-turn.” It was pointed out that 
the number of sales increased 9% and 
the average net sale from $3.30 to 
$3.89, respectively the steepest ad- 
vances since the trend started rising 
in 1939. 


Cash Sales Down, Credit Up 


“In marked reversal of the trends 
which developed during the wartime 
years, cash sales dropped from 54.1% 
to 46.7% oi the total,” Mr. McNair 
said. “Regular charge sales mounted 
from 35.7% to 41.4% and C.O.D. and 
installment sales both increased.” 

“The year 1946 witnessed a re- 
markable change in the inventory 
situation,” he commented. “Begin- 
ning the year with greatly depleted 
stocks, every volume group showed 
typical advances in cost inventories 
ranging from 50% to nearly 70%.” 

The expense rate increased only 
one-quarter of 1% of sales to 28.1%— 
only .7 of 1% over the 1944 low. 
But, Mr. McNair observed, “the re- 
markable fact is that there should 
have been any increase at all in 1946 
in view of the notable rise in dollar 
volume.” 

Three factors were proposed as 
possible explanations: 

1. Restoration of war-curtailed 
services, particularly credit and de- 
livery. 

2. A tendency of wage rate in- 
creases from 15% of the sales dollar 
to 15.9% for the year, and hour re- 
ductions to surpass any increased 
employe productivity. 

3. Management was becoming care- 
less in matters of expense control “as 
often happens in the later stages of 
an inflationary business boom.” 


Big Store, Bigger Cost Rate 


Mr. McNair reported that the cost 
rate for small stores was but 20.5% 
of sales as compared with 20.8% for 
large establishments. 


Lower mark-on and higher mark- 
downs were blamed for a margin 
drop from 38.7% in 1942 to 35.9%. 
Mark-downs increased from 5.6% of 
sales in 1945 to 6.85%, the highest 
since 1940. Returns and allowances 
rose to 8.7%, the highest since 1942. 

The stock-turn rate fell to 5.25 
times per year from a 1945 high of 
5.40. 

Of 171 reporting stores, 60% main- 
tained six-day store weeks and six- 
day employe weeks, while 25% kept 
six-day store weeks and five-day 
employe weeks. Eighty-one per cent 
of those in the former category were 
in the $2,000,000-$4,000,000 business 
bracket. 

Mr. McNair said total expense per 
transaction went up from 67 cents in 
1939 to 74.5 cents in 1944; to 81.5 


cents in 1945, and to 96 cents in i946, 
an increase of more than 43%. 

“Yet,” he remarked, “as a per:ent. 
age of sales over this perio! the 
total expense rate dropped ‘rom 
35.2 in 1939 to 27.1 in 1944, then 
moved up fractionally to 27.6 i> 1945 
and 28.15 in 1946. 

“The largest single item of c ‘lay, 
total payroll, in terms of cent: per 
transaction went from 33.5 cex's in 
1939 to 54 cents in 1946, a jun of 
approximately 60%, notwithste ding 
the fact that as a percentage or sales, 
payroll moved down from 1755 in 
1945 to 15.8 in 1946. 

“These figures suggest the «tent 
to which the expense control pr>»lem 
in department stores is primarily 
centered on payroll—that is to say on 
the productivity of personnel.” 


Urban Demand for Ges 
Range Concentrates or: 
‘Non-Conventional’ Medel 


NEW YORK CITY—Though de- 
mand for gas ranges equipped with 
the latest improvements continues 
strong, trade sources have noted 
buyer and dealer resistance in the 
larger cities to the “strictly conven- 
tional” models without such improve- 
ments, the New York Times reported 
recently. 

However, this “oversupply” will not 
lead to any price reductions, the 
article said, because manufacturers 
will merely channel this type of range 
to smaller cities and rural areas 
where demand still exceeds supply. 

The scanty supply of gas ranges 
with high broilers, oven control, and 
other modern innovations is. still 
being allocated to the trade by 
manufacturers, the paper declared. 


To meet this situation, manufac- 
turers are devoting more and more 
of their facilities to the production 
of deluxe models, a manufacturer's 
spokesman told the Times. 

One gas range manufacturer is 
quoted as estimating the market for 
gas ranges at 25,000,000 for the next 
five years. Much of this volume 
should come from the 10,500,000 own- 
ers of gas ranges more than 10 years 
old, he maintained. 

Market prospects are considered so 
favorable that several new producers 
are expected to begin operations very 
soon, he declared. 

Still kept from reaching peak pro- 
duction by the steel shortage, the 
gas range industry has doubled its 
capacity since the former peak year, 
1941, when 2,277,000 units were pro- 
duced, according to a Gas Appliance 
Manufacturer’s Association repre- 
sentative. 

The association, the Times said, 
placed April shipments at 208,000 
units. This is an increase of 5% 
over the 198,000 units shipped in 
March and of 25.3% over the 166,000 
shipped in April, 1946. 

A total of 765,000 units were 
shipped during the first four months 
of this year.

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Dwindling Coal Supply

NEW YORK CITY — Shrinking 
stockpiles of soft coal have prompted 
forecasts that electric power con- 
sumption may be sharply restricted 
in sections of the Middle West and 
rationed elsewhere in the nation. 

Consensus of predictions is that 
powe! rationing will go into effect 

 F 
“aioe! producers were predicting 
that any letup in production of soft 
coal would mean an almost immediate 
cut in the steel supply. In some 
quarters, & steel shortage was already 
peing felt. One major producer of 
washers was reporting a serious cur- 


tailment in production because of a 


sheet steel shortage. 

Another factor in the picture was 
the possibility that soft coal miners 
would go on strike after their 
annual 10-day vacation ends July 7. 
Although Government control of the 
mines expires today (June 30), there 
was no indication late last week that 
a contract would be signed shortly 
petween the mine operators and the 
United Mine Workers. 

Federal Bureau of Mines’ figures 
as of May 1—the date for which 
latest statistics were available—indi- 
cated the nation’s supply of soft coal 
would last 68 days. Stockpiles in 
some states were reduced to below 
half the national total. 

Duration of supplies in North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Delaware, 
Virginia, West Virginia, and Kansas 
were estimated at from 32 to 38 days. 
However, Rhode Island _ reported 
enough coal for about two years, 
Georgia for more than a year, and 
North Carolina for about 127 days. 
Hydro-electric dams generate most of 
the power used by most of the 
western, southwestern, and north- 
western states. 

Government officials were quoted 
as estimating recently that coal re- 
serves would last for only 21 to 23 
days. Utility representatives said no 
exact figure on the supply is available 
because the Government recently 
stopped collecting bituminous produc- 
tion figures. ; 

Increased demands of industry, big- 
ger foreign shipments, and the three 
mine shutdowns last year were the 
reasons offered by coal and utility 
spokesmen for the current shortage.

Finance Companies Mum 
On Post “W’ Plans 


NEW YORK CITY — When con-

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Marketing of Dried Fruits In Display Cases Will 
Boost Yearly Sales 30%, Research Group Claims 


SAN FRANCISCO—L. B. Williams, 
director of the California Dried 
Fruit Research Institute, has an- 
nounced that a campaign is being 
staged to bring to the attention of 
wholesalers and retailers the neces- 
sity of placing dried fruits and 
raisins in refrigerated cases to pro- 
vide for the salability of these items 
the entire twelve months of the 
year. 


In a recent trade promotion cam- 
paign, special emphasis was placed 
on the summer selling of dried fruits 
and raisins by the California dried 
fruit industry. It was stated that 
by refrigerating dried fruit, its move- 
ment will be increased from 25% to 
30%. 


Mr. Williams offered as an example 
of how the plan will work, the 
Hinky Dinky chain of stores in 
Omaha, and the Boys supermarket in 
Denver. In the Hinky Dinky chain 
summer sales, which are the result of 
selling dried fruits daily from a re- 
frigerated case in each store, are 
50% of the winter sales—actually 
a 50% increase in the sale of dried 
fruits, for they usually were taken 
off the market in the summer, Mr. 
Williams remarked. 


In the Boys supermarket, an old 
beer cooler was converted into a re- 
frigerated case to be used for dried 
fruits, and now turnover on them is 
the best in the store, Mr. Williams 
related.

through the use of identical equip- 
ment. 

An exposed evaporator unit is 
installed in the basement or utility 
room. With maximum exposure to 
room atmosphere, the “Freon” refrig- 
erant contained in the evaporator 
unit rapidly assumes room tempera- 
ture, usually 65 or 70° F., and is 
compressed by means of an electri- 
cally driven pump into a liquid. 

Upon compression, the temperature 
of the “Freon” rises rapidly because 
the original quantity of heat is now 
confined in a much smaller area. 
Tubular coils then conduct the hot 
gas from the pump into an insulated 
80-gallon water tank where, as the 
heat is released to the water it is 
circulated downward in the tank by 
means of spiral copper tubing. 

When the “Freon” leaves the bot- 
tom of the tank, it has given off most 
of the stored heat, and through a 
system of valves is allowed to expand 
to the original volume before return- 
ing to the evaporator unit. Reaching 
the evaporator at several degrees 
below room temperature it is again 
circulated to pick up heat from the 
room and the entire process is then 
repeated. 

Surface temperature of the evapo- 
rator is always many degrees cooler 
than the room in which it is located, 
and because of this, the return cycle 
of the heat pump water heater may 
eventually open a new approach to 
room cooling. However, present en- 
gineering studies are concentrated 
entirely on the water heating cycle 
Sharp said.

Salesmen Use the Personal Touch In Store 
That Aims at Being Community Institution 


By George Hanning 


MUNCIE, Ind.—Maybe his appli- 
ance department as such isn’t set up 
yet, but J. D. Klinger, business man- 
ager of the Banner-Whitehill Furni- 
ture Co. here, has a clear picture in 
his mind of how that department will 
operate once it does get underway. 

“Make your decision on how you 
are going to operate your business 
and then see to it that it operates 
that way.” That is his dictum for 
success in business. And Banner- 
Whitehill has been doing business in 
the heart of Muncie for a long, long 
time. 

Though the company’s main line 
is furniture, Mr. Klinger recognizes 
that appliances form a very impor- 
tant department. However, he con- 
siders them too bulky for space on 
the first floor and plans to establish 
the department proper in the base- 
ment. 

At the present time though, what 
appliances he can get are being dis- 
played on the main floor. Even when

the basement department is set up, 
he said, small displays will remain 
on the ground floor to draw traffic 
to the basement. 

He envisions small appliances along 
a wall leading from the main en- 
trance to the basement staircase. At 
the end of the display and immedi- 
ately adjacent to the store’s offices, 
major appliances will and do occupy 
a small amount of floor space. 

When merchandise becomes avail- 
able again and the need to push 
appliances returns, Mr. Klinger in- 
tends to get a man to handle appli- 
ances exclusively. 

“This man must be one who can 
take charge and really spend the 
time necessary to sell appliances. 
This cannot be done on a part-time 
basis. It requires a man’s complete 
attention,’ Mr. Klinger declared. 


‘Let the Hard Ones Go’ 


At the present time, his seven 
furniture salesmen are also selling 
“But they take the easy 
Saies and let the hard ones go,” he 
asserted. 

In some respects, Mr. Klinger be- 
lieves, Banner-Whitehill’s operation 
is a little different. 

“We try to make this store a com- 
munity institution, not just a place 
of business,” he explained. “When 
people go out shopping for furniture 
or appliances, they came here first 
to look around. They may not always 
buy here, but they do come here to 
see what we have. 

“Our store is built on the policy of 
giving the customer service, not 
merely in making sales. We try to 
put ourselves in the customer’s place, 
to understand his problem, and to 
help him solve that problem.” 


He asserted that the store’s sales- 
men are men who have been with 
the company a considerable length of 
time and they get to know the cus- 
tomers personally. The youngest 
salesman in the store, from point of 
service, has worked there for two 


years, according to Mr. Klinger. 
As a result, customers will many 

times ask for a specific salesman 

when they come to the store. When 


Slow Deliveries Dampen Promotion Plans, Dealers Declare, 
Ask More Cooperative Home Freezer ‘Education’ 


DETROIT—The lack of major ap- 
pliances to sell—especially refrigera- 
tors—is the chief concern of repre- 
sentative electrical appliance retailers 
in northern Ohio and northeastern 
Indiana, a recent survey of that area 
revealed to the NEWS. 


The survey further showed that 
these dealers believe the “demand” 
for home freezers to be overrated. 
They feel that the freezer manufac- 
turer needs to educate the general 
public on how to use a home freezer. 


All dealers interviewed expressed 
discouragement over the paucity of 
major appliances they get to sell. 
One even considered the situation to 
be worse than it was last year. 


Some were very apathetic about 
pushing refrigerator sales. With 
more customers for major appliances 
than they hope to satisfy for a long 


time to come, they want to know 
“what’s the use of trying to sell?” 

Many declared that they would 
“wait until we can get some mer- 
chandise” before actively selling or 
even promoting major appliances. 

On the question of home freezers, 
one Fort Wayne, Ind. dealer advised 
freezer manufacturers to “forget 
about brand advertising and promote 
the idea of home freezers, just as the 
refrigerator manufacturers had to do 
20 years ago.” 

“Let the manufacturers show the 
public how they can save money 
with a home freezer,” he asserted. 
“The housewife can never save money 
running a %-hp. unit to freeze a 
piddling 8 oz. package of peas. She 
must be taught how to use a freezer 
properly.” 

Another dealer, located in the 
small farm community of Avilla, 


Ind. stated that farmers are now 
spending their money for farm ma- 
chinery and are reluctant to invest 
in a product they do not believe to 
be “tried and tested.” 


Some farmers who bought early 
freezer models are finding them 
rather expensive to operate. They 
are prejudicing others against buy- 
ing, he indicated. 


Another rural appliance retailer 
declared that about half the fa:mers 
in that section have frozen food 
lockers. Many of them have ingj- 
cated a preference, he said, tc pur. 
chase a refrigerator with freezer 
space to supplement the locke: than 
to buy a home freezer. 


No matter what the objection, how. 
ever, every interviewed dealer readily 
agreed that there was a definite 
market for home freezers. 


they do, that man follows the sale 
through from start to finish. 

For example, Mr. Klinger explain- 
ed, the store does not carry a pros- 
pect list itself. Each salesman com- 
piles his own list and keeps tabs on 
each prospect himself. 

When an allotment of refriger- 
ators (Banner-Whitehill handles the 
Frigidaire line exclusively) comes in, 
it is split up among the salesmen for 
delivery to their prospects. 

Mr. Klinger estimates that it is 
necessary to make three calls to de- 
liver two refrigerators. The one 
prospect who doesn’t accept delivery 
usually has purchased a unit else- 
where or finds the down payment too 
much for his purse at that time. 


Effect of Higher Prices 


The Muncie merchant said that he 
has found no cancellations of orders 
because of price, though an increase 
has forced some customers to post- 
pone their purchases for a time. 

Of the store’s customers, less than 
20% pay cash and only about 30% 
pay within 30 days. The rest make 
use of time payments, he asserted. 

Trade-ins are accepted by the 
store, but are not emphasized, Mr. 
Klinger indicated. Banner-Whitehill 
will pay a fair amount for the used 
box but will not pay a too high price 
just to make a sale. Instead, stress 
is placed on the quality and value of 
the new merchandise the customer 
seeks and the sale is made on that 
basis. 

Though Mr. Klinger foresees that 
the trade-in situation may return to 
what it was before the war, he does 
not expect any keen competition 
among established merchants. 

Of course, he said, there will 
always be the guy who will offer $5 
more on a trade-in just to make a 
sale.

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‘Spot’ Radio Annoucements Thrice Weekly Pull Best 
On Sales, Service, Says Dealer In City of 50,000 Pop. 


MUNCIE, Ind.— ‘Spot announce- 
ments over the radio have proved to 
be the best form of advertising for 
us,” A. G. Lassater, owner of United 
Electric Appliances Sales and Service, 
in downtown Muncie, declared re- 
cently. 

Radio spots have brought even bet- 
ter results than newspaper advertis- 
ing, he indicated. 

Mr. Lassater explained that he 
schedules one spot announcement a 
day, five days a week. However, 
these spots are not given at any 
specific time but shift from day to 
day. 

Three times a week, the store de- 
votes the announcement to one of its 
products. Twice a week, service is 
stressed. Once in a while, a general 
store announcement is inserted, he 
said. 

Mr. Lassater opened the store about 
four years ago, starting as a service 
operation with the intention of turn- 
ing to appliance sales as soon as mer- 
chandise became available. 


pect list, or should I say a ‘suspect’ 
list. We have found that people will 
put their names on lists in every 
store in town and then take delivery 
on the first one that comes through. 
“More often than not they do not 
have the courtesy to inform you that 
they have made a purchase. So such 
lists have proved of little value. 


“Now when we get scarce merchan- 
dise, we allot so much to each sales- 
man for delivery to what prospects 
he may have and an equal number to 
the floor. We prefer to sell mer- 
chandise straight from the floor when 
we get it rather than to put a man’s 
name on a list.” 

Mr. Lassater said that the store 
generally will not take trade-ins be- 
cause the seller usually wants a 
great deal more than the used box 
is worth. However, exceptions are 
made when a good deal can be 
arranged. 

When a used unit is accepted, it 
is reconditioned in the shop and 
resold right there, he asserted. 


He gradually took on different lines o- 


and is now in the selling business in 
earnest. 

However, he still finds major appli- 
ances coming through very slowly. 
So slowly in fact that he has found 
it impossible to keep a prospect list. 

“It just doesn’t pay to keep a pros- 


make your decision on how you are 
going to operate your business and 
then operate it that way. 

The boxes traded-in, he explained, 
are reconditioned and sold through 
the firm’s used goods store in 
Indianapolis. 

The demand for home freezers has 
been greatly over estimated, Mr. 
Klinger believes, though there is still 
a real demand for them. 

Freezer sales have slowed down in 
this area, he said, because people are 
thinking more before they spend 
their money. They want to know 
what they are getting before they 
lay out good money for major ex- 
penditures. 

And, too, food is easier to get now 
than it was during the war. The 
housewife can get fresh vegetables 
and meats, as well as frozen foods 
any time she wants at the corner 
grocery store. Why should she spend 
a lot of money to store them in her 
home when she can buy in con- 
venient quantities and keep them in 
her refrigerator? 

Mr. Klinger declared that he hasn’t 
yet determined in his own mind what 
is the proper size of home freezr 
for the family.

HASTINGS, Nebr. — Open type 
dairy cases, locker plants, and, of 
course, refrigerators, are all in con- 
siderable demand in these parts, 
according to R. E. Wilber of Wilber 
Service, Inc. here. 

Supply of refrigerators is still 
short, but some appliances, particu- 
larly the smaller ones, and radios, 
are coming through too fast, he says. 

Home freezers aren’t selling very 
well, adds Mr. Wilber. 

“In general, I believe freezers are 
way out of line in price. People are 
lukewarm about them now, but six 
months ago they were quite inter- 
ested. Now that the meat situation 
has cleared up, most people seem to 
think it’s foolish to spend too much 
for a freezer. 

“Farmers are probably good pros- 
pects for freezers, but here again, I 
think the prices are too high. And 
then, the big freezer boxes are too 
big for the average person and those 
who could use a big freezer can’t 
afford one. If good freezers selling 
at $150 instead of $300 had been 
available, we would have sold a lot 
of them. Probably, a good educa- 
tional campaign on freezers and 
frozen foods would help the industry 
and ourselves,” he suggests. 

Wilber Service places quite a bit 
of emphasis on its service depart- 
ment, which is headed by C. V. 
Walters, but the firm does not limit 
itself to household appliance sales 
and service. Besides selling and in- 
stalling commercial equipment, the 
Wilber concern has fitted up a num- 
ber of locker plants. 

“Farmers are still showing consid- 
erable interest and demand for lock- 
er plants,” states Mr. Wilber.

¢ Bo SMITH, who is vice president and general manager of the 
Deepfreeze Division of the Motor Products Corp., recently 
sounded a warning to all salesmen and dealers. 

“During the war period, when merchandise of all kinds was in short 
supply, salesmanship became practically extinct. Salesmen became 
merely order-takers. 

“In fact, the pickings were so easy that everyone who tried to find 
an easy job wanted to become a ‘salesman.’ Many opportunists entered 
the ‘selling’ business during this period.

Making Money In a 
Service Business 


Profit is the difference between 
what a business takes in and what it 
pays out. If the income is greater 
than the total out-go, there is a profit. 
If the out-go is greater than the in- 
come, there is a loss instead of a 
profit. If the income and out-go are 
equal, there is no loss but neither is 
there a profit and the main motive 
for being in business is gone. There 
is no reason for the continued exist- 
ence of a business unless it can be 
run so as to make a profit. 


WHAT IS PROFIT? 


But, calculating profit, loss, income, 
costs (a procedure known as “ac- 
counting”’) can be rather complicated. 
Isn’t there some more simple basis 
of understanding what profit is as 
applied to a small business such as 
a refrigeration service business? 
There is. It is how much more the 
service man who is “in business for 
himself” makes, than if he were 
working for someone else.

That sounds simple and it is true, 
but many a service man has fooled 
himself by looking at it that way but 
without taking all things into con- 
sideration. Perhaps he overlooked 
some costs that he forgot about or 
didn’t realize he had. 

If he held a job working for some- 
one else at $60 per week for a 40 
hour week, with an average of 6 
hours per week overtime, at time and 
one-half, he would average $73.50 
per week. But working for himself, 
he figures that he “clears” an aver- 
age of $90.00 per week so he feels 
that he is making a “profit” of $16.50 
per week. 


HOW MUCH PER HOUR? 


First, how many hours did he work 
to make that $90.00. He charges 
$2.25 per hour so he got paid for only 
40 hours. But how about the lost 
time, driving between jobs, getting 
parts at the wholesalers, making out 
bills, collecting them, estimating jobs, 
getting new business? 

He would probably find, if he care- 
fully checked, that instead of work- 
ing 40 hours per week, he actually 
worked 60 hours in order to put in 
the 40 pay hours that he could charge 
the customer for. So he really only 
made $1.22% per hour. (73.50 = 60.) 


SOME COSTS MAY BE 
OVERLOOKED 


Still he did make $16.50 more than 
if he were working for himself. He 
worked out of his basement and used 
his passenger car for service. But 
did he take out of the $16.50, the 
extra wear and tear on his car (he 
counted in gas and oil), broken and 
lost tools, uncollectible bills, extra 
telephone bills, telegrams, express 
and freight, the interest on the note 
at the bank or interest on the money 
invested in stock, tools, shop equip- 
ment, depreciation of value of his 
insurance, advertising, 
and the many other “hidden” ex- 


penses ? 


Also, did he allow anything out of 
the $16.50 for the time his wife spent 
answering the telephone, relaying 


calls to him and helping him with 
making out his bills and his re: ords? 


DID HE MAKE A PROF: >? 


The truth is, that if he had ¢:nteg 
up all those things, even with: t in- 
cluding the wife’s time, he would 
probably find that he mac:. not 
$16.50 profit but only a dolla’ or go 
or possibly he “netted” less thn the 
$73.50. Also, aS an emplo,-, he 
would have got a two weeks ve «ation 
with pay. Working for hims.'f he 
had no income for any time h-« took 
off. 

All of this does not mean ‘hat qa 
man working for himself cannot 
make more than if he works for 
someone else, but it does mear that 
he will have to work many more 
hours, he will have to charge the 
customer as much as an employer 
would, and he must keep records of 
his sales and his costs and keep all 
these records broken down in 2 form 
that he can study them, analyze 
them and see where his money is 
coming from and what it is going for. 
Until he does that, he cannot tell 
whether he is making or losing 
money, on what, nor how much. 

There are two kinds of profit— 
gross profit and net profit. Gross 
profit does not mean very much. It 
is simply the profit left after some, 
but not all of the costs are taken out. 
It is handy, however, for purposes 
of study and analysis. Net profit is 
the real profit. It is what is left after 
all costs are taken out. 


GROSS PROFIT ON A 
SERVICE CALL 


Gross profit is found by subtract- 
ing the Cost of Sales from Net Sales. 
Net Sales is what you get for the 
job; what the customer pays, less any 
discount, carrying charges or credits. 
Cost of Sales includes any costs that 
can be charged directly to that par- 
ticular job or sale. 

For example, a dealer, contractor, 
or serviceman working for himself 
makes a service call. It takes 2 
hours including driving time, for 
which he charges $2.50 per hour or

Making Money In a 
Service Business --

EACH JOB COSTED SEPARATELY 


Each service call and each installa- 
tion should be costed out. Only in 
this way can the contractor, whether 
large or small, tell whether he is 
making or losing money on any in- 
dividual job or on a particular type 
of business. 

By comparing costs of the various 
jobs he can tell whether his prices 
are in line; also he can tell which of 
him workmen are making the most 
money for him and which are best 
for certain jobs. 


SERVICE RECORD CARD 


Each customer should have a card 
in the Service Record file. On that 
card should be posted the date the 
service call was made, the complaint, 
which serviceman made the repair, 
the amount billed to the customer 
(Net Sale), the Cost of the Sale and 
the Gross Profit. At any time, the 
boss can go over these cards and 
analyze them. 

For purposes of identification, let 
us call this card the Service Record 
Card and we will file it alphabetically 
by the customer’s name. Some con- 


tractors like to file it by street name 


and house number. 

In addition to the customer’s name, 
address, and telephone number, the 
Service Record Card should show 

(1) The various data on the equip- 
ment. 

(2) Make, model, and serial num- 
bers, date originally installed.

Some operators always use the top copy for their accounting department, with the 
receipt torn off if the call is C.O.D. All three copies carry the same serial number. The 
reverse side may be used for additional “material and labor'’ tabulations. 


(3) Length of the free service 
period. 

(4) Name of the dealer if it is a 
contract job. 

(5) Whether billing is on open 
account or C.O.D. basis. 

If it is a commercial, remote job, 
or a central-station air conditioning 
job, the Service Record Card should 
also show full name plate data for 
the motors including make, type, 
model and serial numbers, horse- 
power, voltage and frequency, and 
also data on expansion valves, pres- 
sure or temperature controls, oil and 
refrigerant charges, belt sizes, filter 
sizes, etc. Having this information 
on file saves many a return trip to 
get it, so as to order a part or to 
determine what may be substituted 
if necessary. This card is the very 
heart of a Service Record System. 


SERVICE WORK ORDER 


The Service Record Card should 
show totals only. Details are kept 
on the Service Work Order. This 
form is in pads and should be in 
triplicate and serially numbered. The 
serviceman carries a pad of the 
Service Work Order with him and 
always makes out one for each call, 
without fail. He fills in the cus- 
tomer’s name and address and the 
model and serial numbers of the 
equipment. 

If neither he nor his company have 
ever serviced it before, he gets the 
complete data for the Service Record 
Card. If it is a regular customer, he 
gets only enough data to identify the 
equipment, in case the customer has 
other refrigeration equipment. 


THE CUSTOMER’S COPY 


He fills in the time he has spent 
and the mileage, and lists all the 
material he used. If it is a C.O.D. 
customer, he prices the labor and 
material himself or calls in to the 
office for pricing. He collects the 
money, marks the customer’s copy 
“Paid” and later turns in to the office 
the file copy, the inventory copy, and 
the money. 

If it is an open account customer 
he does not price the Service Work 
Order but he does fill in the time, 
material and mileage and turns in 
all three copies to the office. 


In the Office the Customer’s Copy 
and the File Copy are priced and 
an invoice is made out and mailed to 
the customer, with the Customer’s 
Copy of the Service Work Order at- 
tached to the invoice. 


The invoice number is posted on 
the File Copy of the Service Work 
Order, and labor, material, mileage, 
wiring, plumbing, masonry, car- 
pentry, permits, fees, and other costs 
directly chargeable to this job are 
figured on the File Copy. 

From this File Copy, the Service 
Work Order number, invoice number, 
date, complaint, serviceman’s name, 


billing price, total cost and the gross 
profit (difference between the billing 
price and the total cost) for this 
service call (or installation) are 
posted on the Service Record Card. 

The Inventory Copy goes to the 
Stockroom, where _ inventory is 
credited for the material used, and 
the. Serviceman is given identical 
parts to go in his truck. 


DAILY CALL SHEET 


One other service form is helpful. 
It may be called the Daily Call Sheet. 
On it are posted the names of cus- 
tomers entering calls that day and 
the time of day the call comes in. 
As the call is given to a serviceman, 
his name and the time of day is 
posted opposite the customer’s name. 

After he completes the call, and 
turns in the Service Work Order 
(usually the next morning), the 
Service Work Order number is 
posted on the Daily Call Sheet. 


PERPETUAL INVENTORY CARD 


The most up-to-date shops keep a 
“perpetual inventory,” which means 
that a record is kept of every item; 
that shows at once how many are on 
hand. As pieces of this item are 
used, they are subtracted from the 
inventory record. When a new ship- 
ment is received, it is added to the 
record. 

The heart of this system is an 
Inventory Card that hangs on each 
bin in the stockroom. On it is the 
name and part number of the item 
in that bin; also other identifying 
data, including the manufacturer's 
name. On this card are shown 4 
“minimum” and a “maximum?” quan- 
tity and an “ordering point.” 

When the quantity in stock gets 
down to the ordering point, an order 
is placed for a quantity that will 
bring it up to the maximum. 

Whatever the system of service 
records is, it must show the follow- 
ing information for each service call 
and each installation job, and in such 
manner that these items can be 
studied and analyzed and so that 
they can be added together to get 
monthly and yearly totals: 

1. Net Sales. 

2. Cost of Sales. (This should be 
broken down into Labor, Material, 
Mileage, Freight, and other costs that 
can be directly charged to a particu- 
lar service call or installation. ) 

3. Gross Profit. 

A business without adequate 
records that allow analysis of sales. 
costs and profit, is like a ship with- 
out a rudder; it is going somewhere 
but there is no telling where. 


WHAT IS NET PROFIT? 


But we said that Net Profit was 
what really puts money into the bank. 
What is the difference between Gross 
Profit and Net Profit? The difference 
is overhead, and we will study it in 
a future article. 
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What's New 


Hiput Water Heater Cuts 
Need for Extensive Piping 


MARSHALL, Mich.—Hiput divi- 
sion of Ronan & Kunz], Inc. here has 
developed a new electric hot watér 
generator, said to eliminate need for 
hot water storage and long distance 
piping. 

According to the manufacturer, the 
unit will heat water as it is needed, 
rather than heating large quantities 
in advance which results in a heat 
loss and inconvenience. Being small, 
the unit is practical to install near 
the point of maximum hot water con- 
sumption, thereby eliminating costly, 
heat losing piping. 

The heater is available in six and 
12 gallon capacities, with the larger 


one recommended where there are 
large family washes or other large 
loads. 


Uses, other than household, sug- 
gested for the generator include 
barbershops, rest rooms, doctors’ of- 
fices, trailer coaches, and farm milk 
houses. 


The 12 gallon unit, according to 
the company, will furnish 20 gallons 
of hot water per hour, when equipped 
with a 2,000 watt, 120 volt heating 
element. When 1,000 watts, 110 volts 
are employed the same unit will pro- 
duce 10 g.p.h. 


Ten gallons of hot water each hour 
is the capacity of the smaller unit, 
when the water is mixed to a 
temperature suitable for use, the 
company claims. 


Wash Co. Unit Is Table, Fan, and Heater Combined 


DANVILLE, Ill.—Wash Co., Inc. 
here has recently introduced a new 
service table, fan, and heater com- 
bination for home or commercial use. 

Designed as an occasional table, 
it houses a fan with a 12-in. blade 
and a 1,000-watt heating element. 
Body of the table is constructed of 
light steel and steel tubing, with 
blue, pink, or clear mirror top, the 
company points out. 

The fan, with blades at a 34 degree 
pitch, circulates air from the floor 
at the rate of 1,500 r.p.m. on high 
speed and 1,000 r.p.m. at medium 
speed. A sun-bowl type heating ele- 
ment with reflectors furnishes the 
heat, which is expelled by the fan 
operating at 350 r.p.m., it is claimed. 

A 1% 5 hp. shaded-pole, oilless 
bearing motor powers the fan. Com- 
plete insulation is accomplished . by 
means of rubber grommets, which are 
also said to assure quiet operation.

‘Ithaca Experiment’ Shows Need for Locker 
Space Rises with Acquisition of Home Freezer 


Jointly Sponsored by Mfrs., Utilities, Co-op, and 
Cornell U., It Tests Effect of Freezer on Locker Use 


By Karl D. Butler, Director of Research, and Jean Carnell, 
Cooperative G. L. F. Exchange, Inc., Ithaca, N. Y. 


What will happen to the hundreds 
of private and cooperatively operated 
locker plants in the nation as more 
and more families acquire home 
freezers and zero storage cabinets? 

Will locker plants fall into disuse 
as many operators fear? Or will the 
increased distribution of home freez- 
ers stimulate the consumers’ use of 
the locker plant? 

These questions are being met 
head-on in Tompkins County, N. Y., 
where an organized community study 
has been under way for months to 
answer this and other problems. Al- 
ready answers are beginning to shape 
up. And those answers may surprise 
many people. 

The so-called “Ithaca Experiment” 
is sponsored by four manufacturers 
of home refrigeration equipment. the 
public utility companies of New York 
State, Cooperative G. L. F. Exchange, 
Inc., and the Cornell University 
School of Nutrition. : 

Under. the immediate supervision 
of the School of Nutrition, the study 
is designed to find out: 

(1) What kinds of freezer equip- 
ment and services are needed and 
desired in a community,

(3) And most important, how these 
frozen food services can be used to 
improve the diet. and nutrition of the 
community. 

A good deal of the work pivots 
around G. L. F.’s Mother Zero locker 
plant since it offers the principal 
refrigerated storage and processing 
facilities available in the county. 

Mother Zero has also been active 
as a part of the program by renting 
out 360 5-cu. ft. home freezers. These 
are called “Baby Zeros.” In addition 
to these rented cabinets, residents in 
the community have been given 
preference above all other areas in 
the country by the four manufac- 
turers to purchase a home freezer. 


400 Freezers In County 


To date, there have been over 400 
home freezers of various types and 
sizes of construction—varying from 
2% to 30 cu. ft.—sold and delivered 
in the county. 

The 700-odd freezers rented or sold 
have been almost equally distributed 
among urban, farm, and rural non- 
farm residents. 

Due to production difficulties, it 
has not been possible to meet the 
demand for home freezers, but it is 
felt that twice as many more will 
be desired. 

In addition to home freezers dis- 
tributed as part of this test program, 
there are 200 others in use in the 
county. Thus Tompkins County with 
8,000 domestic electric meters has 
1,000 home freezers. 


Highest Concentration 


This indicates 12% of the county’s 
potential users have home freezers 
. . « undoubtedly the highest concen- 
tration in the country. 

As the study unfolds, one of the 
most significant trends showing up is 
the effect of home freezers on the 
locker plant. 

Approximately one hundred people 
who had one or more lockers in the 
two locker plants in Tompkins 
County rented Baby Zeros, but 80% 
of these people still retained their 
lockers. 

“Tl tell you why,” said Mrs. A., 
who has a home freezer but con- 
tinued to rent her locker at the plant. 
“One year when we were able to 
rent dead storage space, I froze 
enough vegetables to last us all 
winter. 

“We didn’t have to buy any vege- 
tables. We were as delighted with the 
frozen vegetables that year as we 
were disappointed the following year 
when we couldn’t get any storage 


space. This year, with our home 
freezer and our locker available at 
Mother Zero, I want to freeze ag 
much as possible.” 

Housewives are finding the com. 
bination of a freezer at home and a 
locker at the plant very appealing. 
It means they may store extra food 
at the plant for transfer to ineir 
home freezers as space becomes 4\,))- 
able. 


Locker Use Stimulated 


And those families who have made 
little use of their lockers are rajidly 
becoming freezing enthusiasts when 
a freezer is placed in the home. 

That is the way Mrs. N. who had 
found it too inconvenient to take 
fruits and vegetables to the locker 
plant for freezing looks at it. She 
points out that the best time for pick. 
ing was usually in the evening after 
the plant closed, and often there 
would be too small an amount to 
make a trip to the plant worth while. 
In 1945 she froze only three pints of 
fruits from the garden. 

But it was a very different story 
last summer after she rented a Baby 
Zero—25 pints of fruit were con- 
yeniently frozen in it and then stored 
at the plant in the family locker. 

At the same time the frozen fruits 
and vegetables are brought to the 
locker plant, the patron usually takes 
home a supply of frozen meat from 
his locker. 


Once-a-Week Locker Visit 


Usually, a weekly visit to the lock- 
er plant to pick up a supply of frozen 
meat or exchange frozen food be- 
tween the home freezer and the 
locker at the plant works out nicely. 

The trip to the locker plant is 
often sandwiched in with a trip to 
the nearby local cooperative for farm 
supplies or livestock feed, or with a 
trip to the food store by the house- 
wife. 

With the increased use of home 
freezers in the area has come an in- 
creased demand for all the services 
Mother Zero provides. In the vicinity 
of Ithaca, no longer does a farmer 
need or want to do his own slaugh- 
tering. 


No Need to Eat All at Once 


Nor does he have to eat all the pig, 
all the beef, or all his chickens im- 
mediately after they are killed. 
Through Mother Zero and its accom- 
panying slaughterhouse, animals can 
be slaughtered and the meat chilled, 
aged, processed, packaged, frozen, 
and stored. 

Other services include rendering 
lard, smoking bacon and hams, poul- 
try processing, and related activities. 
Procurement and livestock pickup 
services are also operated by Mother 
Zero. 

Farmers and their city neighbors 
are using these services on an ever-

(Concluded from preceding page) 
increasing scale. As an indication of 
the iicreased patronage, Mother Zero 
supr ied 24,000 frozen-food containers 
to p»irons in 1945. For the 1946 sea- 
gon, 55,0000 packages were dis- 
tributed—over twice the demand of 
the revious season. 

Avd this winter there has been a 
500 increase in meat processing. 
Hac Mother Zero been able to handle 
all “se requests received for meat 
proc -csing, the percentage increase 
wou” have been much greater. 

The Mother Zero operation has 
defir ‘ely benefited by the influx of 
hom: freezers. Based on experiences 
and observations to date, there is 
reasc to believe that locker plants 
will ‘ncrease in importance as more 
and nore home freezers become 
available. 


No reezers Large Enough 


The study in community frozen- 
food services is revealing other in- 
teresting trends. Cornell university 
researchers who are making a detail- 
ed study of the housewife’s reaction 
to home freezers have yet to inter- 
view 2 holder of a home freezer who 
has one large enough for her needs. 

Typical of one reaction is the farm 
woman who said: 

“A farmer should be told that a 
12-cu. ft. freezer is too small.” 

This woman had bought a 12-cu. 
ft. freezer, within two days knew it 
was too small, and had then ex- 
changed it for a larger box. 

This reaction is supported by the 
figures for freezers sold in the county. 
Ithaca retailers of home cabinets re- 
port that people are asking for large 
home freezers. Heaviest demand is 
in the range from 15 to 30 cu. ft. 


Gardens Up Storage Need 


Of course, Tompkins County is 
primarily a rural community. Also 
the fact that about 80% of the home 
freezer holders have gardens prob- 
ably contributes to the demand for 
large freezers. 

There is still a tremendous amount 
of educational work to be done in 
the use of freezers and frozen foods. 


In spite of all the public information 
which has been made available, it is 
obvious that many people have not 
as yet learned how to use their locker 
or home freezer to the utmost advan- 
tage. 

Many are hoarding their frozen 
foods, saving them for special occa- 
sions which never materialize. Those 
who are getting the most out of their 
frozen foods are constantly using, 


and constantly replenishing their 
supplies. 
More Frozen Foods Bought 


Although many people owning 
home freezers have home gardens, 
the demand for commercially frozen 
fruits and vegetables in the area has 
greatly increased as indicated by in- 
creased volume moving through regu- 
lar retail channels. 

Perhaps the greatest significance 
in all of the Ithaca study lies in 
what zero storage can mean in better 
living for families both on the farm 
and in the city. Foods which make 
up a good diet are predominantly 
animal products such as meats, milk, 
butter, cheese, eggs, and fish, sup- 
plemented with plenty of fruits and 
vegetables. 


Nutritious Food Perishable 


A diet well balanced in these prod- 
ucts is not only highly nutritious, but 
it tastes good, is highly digestible 
and—is perishable. With an abund- 
ance of zero storage available both 
through the community locker plant 


Freezer Mfrs. Assn. 
May Start Publicity 
Drive to Spur Sales 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Disturbed 
by “unfavorable comments” about 
the farm and home freezer market, 
the Farm and Home Freezer Manu- 
facturers Association has decided to 
call a meeting of all members to 
discuss a proposed publicity cam- 
paign aimed at counteracting such 
reports. 

The action was taken at the asso- 
ciation’s recent second annual sum- 
mer conclave held recently. The 
meeting is scheduled for Chicago on 
a date to be announced later. 


Groundwork for the drive is already 
being laid by a public relations com- 
mittee appointed during the summer 
conference. The committee will in- 
vestigate and study the matter and 
then report its findings at the 
Chicago gathering. 

Committee members include J. E. 
Wilson, Jr., Wilson Cabinet Co.; 
H. R. Roberts, Whiting Corp.; and 
R. H. Bishop, R. H. Bishop Co. 
T. S. Pendergast, Universal Cooler, 
was also named to the group to rep- 
resent associate members. 


The suggestion that a _ publicity 
program is necessary stemmed from 
a detailed report by Mr. Bishop on 
market potentials for freezers. He 
told the group he had made an exten- 
sive tour of the country and was 
somewhat alarmed about overstocks 
of freezers which he found in some 
sections. 


During the general comment which 
followed, one member pointed out 


that manufacturers have a selling 
job ahead of them. Other members 
added that*their own salesmen need 
to be convinced of this. Another 
suggestion was that the cooperation 
of public utilities be sought. 

E. G. Vail, executive secretary, re- 
ported to the meeting that freezer 
shipments for the first four months 


of 1947 about equaled those for the 
same period of 1946.

Most Effective Ways of Using Dryers 
Outlined for Contractors by Carroll 


DETROIT—To get the most out of 


a refrigerant dryer it should be in- 
stalled in a vertical position with the 
refrigerant flowing down through the 
dryer rather than being introduced 
at the bottom. 

The vertical position insures all the 
refrigerant passing through the de- 
hydrant, and the downward flow 
keeps the dehydrant, such as silica 
gel, packed down and thus avoids 
grinding and the resultant formation 
of powder, explained John G. Carroll, 
industrial sales manager for the 
Davison Chemical Corp., who ad- 
dressed a recent meeting of the 
Refrigeration Contractors Associa- 
tion of Detroit. 

This meeting was sponsored by 
Lee Equipment Co., local parts and 
supplies wholesaler, who with the 
Davison company offered a_ buffet 
lunch to the contractors and their 
servicemen guests following the 
meeting. 


Place Dryers on High Side 


Besides suggesting the vertical in- 
stallation and downward flow ar- 
rangement, Mr. Carroll also advised 
that dryers should normally be placed 
on the high side of the system, if 
it is a “Freon” or methyl chloride 
job, but on the low side of a sulphur 
dioxide system. 

“A dryer has a much harder job 
to remove moisture from a sulphur 
system because the moisture com- 
bines almost immediately with the 
refrigerant to form sulphuric acid,” 
he added. 

Importance of keeping a system 
dry, and of removing moisture once 
it enters a system, is thoroughly ap- 
preciated by all servicemen, said Mr. 
Carroll, who briefly commented on 
its sources and effects. 

As sources of moisture he men- 
tioned lubricating oil; hygroscopic 
materials in the system such as her- 
metic motor windings; tubing, and

opening the system to the atmosphere 
for repairs. 

“Effects of moisture are many. 
Most easily seen, perhaps, are the 
freeze-ups of expansion valves. There 
is also copper-plating, which can be 
very serious, and sludging, which is 
strictly a function of moisture. 
Moisture also tends to break down a 
refrigerant oil, which may form a 
sludge. 


May Collect Sludge 


“Stoppage of a dryer often is due 
to sludge in the system, but,” advised 
Mr. Carroll, “don’t worry about a 
dryer stopping up because of sludge. 


@ Collecting sludge at the dryer will 


help the system.” 

Commenting on the various classes 
of dryers—chemical dehydrants, 
moisture inhibitors, and solid dehy- 
drants, Mr. Carroll said that he, 
“naturally,” preferred the solid dehy- 
drants. 

“Chemical dehydrants, such as 
barium oxide and the others, do not 
provide permanent dehydrating and 
they may have dangerous results,” 
he asserted. 

“Use of inhibitors is all right to 
get a unit started, but the inhibitors 
should be taken out of a system as 
soon as possible. An inhibitor doesn’t 
remove moisture, it merely lowers 
its freezing point.” 


Questioned on Silica Gel 


When he opened the meeting to 
questions from the floor, Mr. Carroll 
was first asked, ‘Will silica gel pick 
up Thawzone or alcohol?” 

“Yes,” he replied, “but you should 
have a larger than normal dryer.” 

“Do chemical inhibitors cause silica 
gel to deteriorate ?”’ 

“No.” 2 

“How much silica gel would be 
necessary to pick up 1 oz. of Thaw- 
zone ?”’ 

“Roughly, I’d guess about 5 oz.”

drive moisture out of silica gel?” 

“To reactivate silica gel, that is, 
drive off the moisture, you need 
about 400° F. temperatures,” ex- 
plained Mr. Carroll. “The liquid line 
heat is not enough. In theory, plac- 
ing the dehydrator in the liquid line 
is slightly less efficient, but the line 
never gets hot enough to reactivate 
the silica gel.” 

“Elow many passes of the refrig- 
erant are necessary for silica gel to 
ick up the moisture?” 

“Usually, it should pick up the 
moisture in one pass,” replied Mr. 
Carroll. 

Referring to the dusting problem, 
he said that in an effort to bring 
this to a minimum, Davison Chemi- 
cal plans to roll every pound of silica 
gel in large tumblers which will 
make it more regular in shape. 

“Tests show that most dusting oc- 
curs in the first three hours of this 
tumbling process.” 


How Product Is Made 


Silica gel, he declared is made 
from sodium silicate and weak sul- 
phuric acid. The jelly-like substance 
results from the chemical reaction of 
these then is put through a series of 
washes and steam baths and is 
finally screened and sized. According 
to Mr. Carroll, 1 cu. in. of this dehy- 
drant has 52,000 sq. ft. of surface 
area. 

As part of his discussion, he em- 
ployed a test setup designed to show 
the effectiveness of silica gel in re- 
moving moisture. Methylene chloride 
containing 0.1% of moisture was 
drawn off into test tubes, one tube 
being filled with the solution directly, 
the other being filled after the mix- 


ture had run through a bed of silica . 


gel. 

Placed in a fixture containing 
“Freon-12” which provided tempera- 
tures well below zero, the tube con- 
taining moisture would form ice 
crystals while that from which the 
moisture had been removed by the 
dehydrant was not supposed to freeze 


up. 


Better Wiring Cited 
As Aid to Dealers 


CHICAGO — Appliance dealers 
throughout the country can profit by 
direct cooperation with local electric 
utilities in the promotion of wiring 
changes necessary for electric range 
and water heater installations, points 
out a bulletin to his field sales or- 
ganization sent by Leonard C. Trues- 
dell, vice president of marketing for 
Hotpoint Inc. 

Pointing out that a 10% voltage 
loss along a house circuit causes a 
28.6% increase in the amount of cur- 
rent consumed by certain electrical 
appliances, Mr. Truesdell stated that 
this unseen loss in operating effi- 
ciency could become a distinct handi- 
cap in selling major appliances for 
the completely electrified home. 

The bulletin said that while house- 
holders who were planning to re- 
model would invest $300 for improved 
heating systems, the average ex- 
penditure for electrical work is only 
$36—insufficient in most cases to 
bring the home up to electrical liv- 
ing standards. 

Mr. Truesdell points out that ade- 
quate circuit capacity for the kitchen 
includes: 

1. One ceiling light for general 
illumination, wall switch controlled. 

2. One ceiling or wall light at the 
sink, wall switch controlled. 

3. Lights over the range and food 
preparation counter. 

4. Lights inside cabinets and in 
closets. 

5. Duplex convenience outlets at 
table height behind every 4 ft. of 
work area—including the range and 
sink. 

6. Special outlets for presently 
owned and contemplated additions to 
equipment—tthese to include home 
freezer, dishwasher, “Disposall,” a 
recessed receptacle for clock, special 
outlets for ventilating fan, electric 
range, and so on. 

Excellent groundwork for adequate 
wiring promotion has already been 
laid by the National Adequate Wir- 
ing Bureau, he said. 

“But since manufacturers, dis- 
tributors, and dealers will benefit by 
the program, they as well as electri- 
cal contractors who will profit di- 
rectly, should be wholeheartedly be- 
hind the movement.”

New Brazil Apartments 
To Be Air Conditioned 


SAO PAULO, Brazil—The mod- 
ernistic Prudencia apartments build- 
ing now under construction in Sao 
Paulo, is to be completely air condi- 
tioned. The fashionable suburb of 
Hygienopolis is the setting for this 
ultra-modern example of contem- 
porary Brazilian architecture. 

The building has 36 standard apart- 
ments, four on each of the nine floors 
and two penthouses. 

The constructing contractors are 
Barreto Xande S/a, Sao Paulo, and 
Stig, Sao Paulo, is the contractor for 
plumbing and electrical wiring. The 
consulting engineer for air condition- 
ing the entire project is Admiral J. 
Lomba. 


The air conditioning system in- 
volves the use of 38 individual Trane 
Climate Changer air conditioning 
units, which offer individual apart- 
ment air conditioning for each tenant. 
Two isolated structures on the top of 
the penthouse apartments will house 
the refrigeration and heating equip- 
ment. 

One of the penthouses will contain 
the compressors and water chillers, 
while the other will contain the fully 
automatic oil burners and boilers. 

All ductwork will be molded or 
preformed in “Brasilit,”” an asbestos 
cement. Trane reciprocating compres- 
sors, water chillers, and evaporative 
condensers are used to supply the 
chilled water to the cooling coils in 
the climate changers, and these same 
coils will receive hot water from the 
heating system during the winter 
months.

Training Program and Booklet Aimed 
At Market In Newly Wired Sections 


Gro - Neff Announces 


NEW YORK CITY—A training 


program in farm electrification, espe- . 


cially prepared to give agricultural 
extension agents, agricultural teach- 
ers, and rural electric service organi- 
zation personnel practical informa- 
tion about profitable uses of electric 
service on the farm, has just been 
released by the Edison Electric Insti- 
tute, Grover C. Neff, president of the 
institute, has announced. 

“As we near the completion of the 
big job of building rural electric 
lines, more and more farmers are 
raising questions as to how electricity 
can best be employed in their farm 
operations,” Mr. Neff explained. 

“This course,” he said, “is designed 
to supply the leaders with practical 
data on farm electrification needed 
to answer the farmers’ specific ques- 
tions.” 

The Institute’s training program, 
as presented in a comprehensive 
manual, consists of two days of in- 
struction. A complete schedule, with 
a detailed outline of the subjects 
recommended, and ample reference 
material for the guidance of those 
preparing the course, is included in 
the manual. 

“Local conditions may, in some 
cases, warrant a more extended 
course, and the EEI program is 
adapted for ready expansion to a 
greater length, if desired,” Mr. Neff 
said. 

“The training courses using this 
program,” he continued, “are ex- 
pected to be arranged either on a 
state-wide or a county-wide basis.” 
It is expected that the courses will 
be held at agricultural colleges and 
experiment stations, where suitable 
facilities are available, and will be 
sponsored jointly by the colleges, 
agricultural agencies, rural electric 
cooperatives, power companies and 
others. 

Among the subjects included in the 
Institute’s program are: the present 
status of farm electrification; basic 
fundamentals of electricity; wiring 
and re-wiring for the farm; lighting; 
water systems; home _ appliances; 
electric rates; freezing equipment; 
electrical equipment for poultry and 
egg production, dairy and feed and 
crop processing; electric motors. 
The manual presents detailed infor- 
mation on many of these subjects, 
and a list of additional pertinent 
references is provided to aid those 
teaching the course. 

People who could derive and trans- 
mit great benefit from the study, 
according to Mr. Neff, include county 
agents; home demonstration agents; 
agricultural extension specialists; 
teachers and supervisors of voca- 
tional agriculture courses; home 
economics teachers; farm service 
managers, home service representa- 
tives, commercial managers, and dis- 
trict managers of electric power 
companies; rural electric cooperative 
managers; district soil conservation 
workers, and personnel of _ the 
Farmers Home Administration. 

Copies of the in-service training 
manual are being sent to _ state 
directors of extension activities, 
power companies, and others con- 
cerned with agriculture, by the 
Institute. Additional copies will be 
made available, at $1.50 per copy. 


Book Issued Covering 
Water System Market 


CHICAGO — How dealers serving 
the rural market can get in on the 
$100,000,000 annual market for elec- 
tric water systems is described in a 
booklet released here recently by the 
National Association of Domestic 
and Farm Pumping Equipment and 
Allied Products Manufacturers, 39 
S. LaSalle St. here. 


The booklet points out that selling 
water systems creates prospects for 
other farm appliances that require 
running water, such as milk coolers, 
hot water heaters, and washing ma- 
chines. 


Profits from the sale of these ap- 
pliances are the dealer’s “bonus” for 
selling water systems, the booklet 
declares. 

It describes the market for water 
systems, outlines 10 merchandising 
steps to get the most water system 
sales in a dealer’s territory, and tells 
the dealer eight important things to 
do in closing the sale.

clincher, and button up the sale in 
writing, the booklet says. 

It further urges the dealer to make 
friends with his local power company 
and the county agent, who, along 
with the water system manufactur- 
ers, will be valuable in promoting 
sales.

cles from intoxicated persons, ha- 
bitual drunkards, thieves, associates 
of thieves, fences, or “any person he 
has reason to suspect to be such.” 

Violation of the ordinance would, 
upon conviction, result in a fine of 
not more than $500 or imprisonment 
for not more than 90 days or both. 

(A similar ordinance governing 
second-hand stores has been in effect 
in Detroit for the past 11 years.) 

At the meeting, sponsored by the 
Detroit Chapter (as yet not formally 
organized) of the National Electrical 
Retailers Association, the dealers 
approved a motion to send letters to 
Police Commissioner John F. Bal- 
lenger and Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Nathaniel Goldstick express- 
ing their opposition to the proposed 
ordinance and requesting an inter- 
view with these officials. 

They also appointed a committee 
to draft the letters and to select 
spokesmen to represent the group in 
the interview. Committee members 
and the type of outlet they represent 
are: 

J. L. Leeson, Crowley-Milner Co., 
department stores; Collin Campbell, 
T. B. Rayl Co., hardware dealers; 
A. H. Touscany, Jr., Good Housekeep- 
ing Shops, electrical appliance chains; 
John Lewis, Wagner Electric Co., 
neighborhood dealers; Ed _ Reiner, 
Moon Bros., furniture outlets; Ches- 
ter Sivyer, Grinnell Bros., music 
stores. 

J. T. Routledge, Routledge Electric 
Shop, electrical stores; Charles Ed- 
wards, appliance service outlets; Wil- 
liam Fenske, Federal Department 
Stores, department store chains; and 
Ira Rapson, Michigan Consolidated 
Gas Co., and a Detroit Edison Co. 
representative not immediately 
chosen, utilities. 

The proposed legislation has not 
yet been presented to the City Coun- 
cil for consideration. The meeting’s 
leaders expressed the hope of getting 
action stopped before it reached that 
body. 

The intent of the ordinance, it was 


indicated at the office of the assistant | 


corporation counsel, is to assist the 
police department in tracing and 
recovering stolen goods that may be 
used by thieves as trade-ins. 

The present ordinance covering 
second-hand stores was contended in 
court back in 1937. The judge, in 
upholding the ordinance, declared 
that trading in of used ,radios and 
uther articles “might afford an easy 
outlet for disposal of stolen goods.” 

Until Dec. 2, 1942, a clause in the 
ordinance excepted furniture and 
household goods dealers. At that 
time, however, this clause was re- 
scinded. But, through the protests of 
furniture dealers, enforcement was 
postponed until after the war, ac- 
cording to the assistant corporation 
counsel’s office.

Text of Proposed City 
Trade-In Ordinance 


AN ORDINANCE to license and regulate 
the operation and maintenance of a 
Trade-in store as defined herein and to 
provide a penalty for the violation 
thereof. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED BY THE 

PEOPLE OF THE CITY OF DETROIT: 
Section 1. No person shall engage in 

the business of keeping or maintaining 

a Trade-in store or a place for accepting 

used articles, chattels or personal prop- 

erty of any kind or description without 
first securing a license from the Mayor as 
hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. A Trade-in store or place for 
accepting used articles, chattels or per- 
sonal property is herein defined as a place 
of business selling new articles, chattels 
or personal property and buying or ac- 
cepting used articles, chattels or personal 
property as part payment for the pur- 
chase of such new articles, chattels or 
personal property and give the purchaser 
credit therefor, or whose principal busi- 
ness is the sale of new articles, chattels 
or personal property but wherein the 
purchase of second-hand or used articles, 
chattels or personal property is incidental 
to the main business of purchasing and 
selling new articles, chattels or personal 
property. 

Section 3. The Mayor is hereby author- 
ized to grant a license to any person of 
good character being a resident of the 
City of Detroit to engage in the business 
of keeping or maintaining a Trade-in 
store or a place for accepting used 
articles, chattels or personal property, 
upon his paying to the City Treasurer 
the sum of Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.00) 
and executing a bond to the City of 
Detroit in the penal sum of Two Hundred 
($200.00) Dollars with one or more suffi- 
cient sureties to be approved by the 
Corporation Counsel, conditioned that he 
will faithfully observe the provisions of 
the Charter as provided in Section 7 (i) 
of Chapter 3, Title IV, of the Charter of 
the City of Detroit. — 

Section 4. Every person so _ licensed 
shall keep a book in which shall be 
written in ink at the time of purchase of 
any used article, chattel or personal 
property, a description of the person or 
persons from whom such purchase was 
made; also the date and hour of such 
purchase. Such book shall at all times be 
open to the inspection of any member 
of the police force of the City of Detroit. 
Such book shall be substantially bound, 
and of a size not less than six inches in 
length and breadth, and which shall have 


: legibly written in the English language 


the amount paid for each article pur- 
chased. No entry in such book shall be 
erased, obliterated, altered or defaced. 

Every such licensed dealer at the time 
of making any purchase as aforesaid shall 
attach a tag with a designating number 
thereon legibly written, to each article 
purchased; and shall make entry of such 
number in the book above provided for 
in this ordinance. 

Section 5. No person licensed under 
the provisions of this ordinance shall sell 
or remove from his place of business any 
such used articles, chattels or personal 
property sold to him as aforesaid, until 
the same shall have been in his possession 
at least fifteen (15) days. 

Section 6. No person licensed under 
the provisions of this ordinance sha!l 
purchase or accept as part payment for 
the purchase of any article, chattel or 
personal property, from any person who 
is at the time intoxicated or from an 
habitual drunkard or any person known 
to him to be a thief or an associate of

the © refrigerator is made for the 
dealer directly to the customer by 
the distributor,” he said. 

“Now, I do not know how much of 
this $40 customer price increase was 
actual increased cost to the manu- 
facturer in labor, materials, taxes, 
and so forth. This data was not ob- 
tainable from the manufacturer even 
though it was sought. But I do 
know that the price from the manu- 
facturer was increased from $178 to 
$205, or $27. 

“The arithmetic is simple. The 
customer understands it. Since the 
customer’s price was increased $40, 
the dealer, in this instance, made an 
added net profit of $13, as he did not 
perform one additional function or 
have any additional expenses over 
those costs effective before the price 
was raised. 

“It is evident, however,” continued 
Gen. Jeffe, “that the increased charge 
of $40 to the customer for this re- 
frigerator exceeded the combined 
out-of-pocket expenses of the manu- 
facturer, distributor, and dealer, and 
was brought about through the per- 
centage markup system of pricing. 
The example is not individual. A 
survey covering small priced appli- 
ances as well as higher priced appli- 
ances, indicates the same situation.”

coal shortage caused by the wildcat 
walk-out of coal miners the week be- 
fore the miners went on a 10 day 
vacation. 

Operations were scheduled at 72% 
of ingot capacity as compared with 
95.6% during the preceding week, the 
Institute said. Had it not been for 
the walk-out, other sources indicated, 
the rate would have been 96%. 

This schedule, the Institute de- 
clared, was the lowest since the week 
of Dec. 9, 1946, and will result in a 
loss of 413,000 net tons of ingots and 
castings over’ the preceding seven 
days. 

Several steel companies in Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Virginia, and Maryland 
have reported closing down blast fur- 
naces and open hearths, some up to 
50% of capacity. One company had 
idled 10,000 workers. 


Use of Conditioning To Lengthen School Year 
In South Studied by Educators and ASHVE 


SYRACUSE, N. Y.—Lengthening 
of school terms in the South through 
the medium of air conditioning is 
under consideration in a project spon- 
sored jointly by the National Educa- 
tion Association and the American 
Society of Heating and Ventilating 
Engineers, it was revealed here by 
Dr. Baldwin M. Woods, ASHVE 
president. 


Professor of mechanical -engineer- 
ing and director of extension at the 
University of California, Dr. Woods 
was in Syracuse in the course of an 
official tour of the United States in 
which he is visiting various ASHVE 


chapters. 


During a luncheon meeting of the 


Syracuse chapter, Dr. Woods said 
society chapters in New Orleans and 
Houston, Tex., have made _ studies 
which indicate air conditioning of 
southern schools will make it un- 
necessary to end spring terms in 
April due to hot weather as in the 
past. 

Commenting on activities at the 
University of California, Dr. Woods 
stressed the development of profes- 
sional advancement courses through 
which doctors, lawyers, engineers, 
and others are able to keep abreast 
of scientific development. The courses 
are not merely refresher studies but 
rather constant advancement of 


‘knowledge abreast with research dis- 


coveries. 


Washer & lroner Sales 
Gain Sharply Over 
May, 1946 Totals 


CHICAGO—Household washer and 
ironer sales dipped slightly in May 
as compared to April, but showed 
substantial increases over the same 
month last year, the American 
Washer & lIroner Manufacturers’ 
Association has reported. 

Washer sales were 311,419 in May, 
319,969 in April, and 178,209 in May 
of 1946. This is an increase of 74% 
over last year, the Association 
pointed out. 

Ironer sales were 47,343 in May, 
51,409 in April, and 7,841 in May, 
1946. 

Portable washers with a capacity of 
3 lbs. or less, however, showed an 


increase in sales for May. Durin, 


that month, 36,114 were sold as com 


pared to 33,840 during the Preceding 


months. These units were pn 
ported last year. 


From January through May, stand 
ard size washer sales totaled 1 436. 
629, up 119% over last year. Ironer 
sales for the same period reached 
201,942 as compared to 39,291 in the 
same five months last year, accord. 
ing to the Association.
